The new budget appax- g
ently ig safely balanced and provides for an additional saving to the public of $119,000,00 !
per year in the form of $69,000.00 reduction in electrio rates and $50,000,00 reduction in
tax rates. This, togethexr with the #157,000.00 reduction to the public in 1934 (and of
courge oaxried forward into 1935) bringe the total annual saving to $276,000.00.
